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Committee and Senator Moore as Minority Spokesman for the committee,
we have taken a different policy. We will give everyone the benefit of
thedoubt, we have set their bills in accordance with our hearings
and...rather them calling us, we -will set them...we have two or

three hearings where we set the bills, they can ask us for

a continuance or a postponement. We'll give them the benefit

of the doubt...to fellow legislators.

PRESIDING OFFICER: (SENATOR BRUCE)

Further business to come before the Senate? Senator Donnewald
moves that the Senate adjourn until Monday, April...for what
purpose does Senator Schaffer arise?

Mr. President, I'd ask leave to be added as a cosponsor of Senate
Bill 337 and Senate Bill 108 and Senator Berning has requested to be
a cosponsor of Senate Bill 337.
